U.S. policy assured NATO 


ROME 
(UPI) - President Nixon as­ 
sured America’s European 
allies in 
NATO today the United States will pur­ 
sue 
its policy of withdrawing U.S. 
troops from Vietnam 
even if North 
V ietnam 
continues to block peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
Nixon made the point in a letter read 
to the opening 
session of the spring 
meeting of the NATO Council. Secretary 
of State William 
P. 
Rogers backed it 
up by saying that the United States is 
primarily 
interested 
in a diplomatic 
and political solution to the war rather 
than a military victory. 


Although Indochina 
dominated the 
NATO session, 
Rogers 
called for a 
far reaching communique by the foreign 
ministers 
confirming the alliance’s 
real desire to discuss mutual and bal­ 
anced reduction of forces in both parts 
of Europe. Rogers said the declaration 
should say the West is sincerely anxious 


to get early positive 
reaction by the 
Soviet Union to this proposal. 
On the Middle East crisis, 
Rogers 
said the Nixon administration is still 
studying Israel’s 
request for 50 more 
Phantom 
jet fighter-bombers. He said 
the request was given new consideration 
since the Soviets 
began 
setting up 
SAM3 rocket sites in Egypt. 


Nixon’s 
letter called attention to the 
announcement he made in April that 
150,000 U.S. troops would be withdrawn 
from 
Vietnam within the next year. 
“ We will prefer to end this war by 
negotiation,’’ Nixon’s letter said, “ How­ 
ever, I am convinced we will not have 
serious discussions so long as the ene­ 
my 
believes 
that he can ignore our 
warnings and reject our flexible pro­ 
posals for a settlement. 
“ We are not increasing our demands. 
If negotiations 
continue to be blocked 
we will pursue 
Vietnamization 
and 


withdrawal 
according to the schedule 
announced April 20.” 
Nixon 
defended Allied forays into 
Cambodia as “ necessary in order that 
both Vietnamization and withdrawal ot 
U.S. forces may proceed.” 
Rogers 
said the United States has 
supported all efforts 
to get 
genuine 
Vietnam peace talks started but Hanoi 
has not responded. 
In a lengthy 
review of the Middle 
East 
crisis, Rogers said the situatio i 
was deteriorating and the Soviet Union 
is continuing to be negative to all spe­ 
cific 
proposals to settle the fighting. 
He said the Nixon 
administration 
was reviewing the larger political con­ 
text of the crisis and seeking ways to 
break the deadlock. 
Prime Minister Mariano Rumor of It­ 
aly opened the NATO meeting with 
a 
warning that the Middle East conflict 
'’ould spread war to the entire Mediter­ 
ranean area. 


“ Ihe continuing 
tension 
increases 
the risk of war extending in the Medit­ 
erranean and prolongs the state of paral­ 
ysis which prevents it from playing its 
traditional role as a major international 
seaway 
of vital interest 
to Italy,” 
Rumor told the Council of Ministers. 


He said any settlement in the Middle 
East is “ a long way off.” His foreign 
minister, Aldo Moro, has just returned 
from talks with President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of Egypt. 
U.S. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers met privately Monday with sev­ 
eral 
delegates to the two-day spring 
meeting and assured them U.S. troops 
will cease their active combat role in 
Indochina 
within a year, U.S. officials 
said. 
1 he officials said Rogers also repeat­ 
ed 
President 
Nixon’s promise 
to 
withdraw 
all American troops from 
Cambodia by July 1. 
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U.S. activity in Asia 
encouraged 
Russia

plane between 12:30 and 1 p.m. Guests 
are asked to be prompt at 12:30 where 
luncheon will be served while awaiting 
the arrival of the candidate. 


The meeting has been scheduled to be­ 
gin at 3 p.m. 
in the council chamber 
at city hall. 
Mayor Art Scott 
asked for the study 
session during a meeting Monday after­ 
noon 
when the council was discussing 
the 1970-71 preliminary budget. 
Scott noted a decrease in the city’s 
assessed 
valuation 
from 
last year 
to this year and the fact the council may 
have to 
increase the tax rate in order 
to make up for the deficit. 


He said the downtown area in particu­ 
lar was dropping in assessed valuation 
because 
of a lack of improvements 
the past few years. He said downtown 
improvements would increase the city's 
valuation and benefit citizens through­ 
out the city. 
In preparing the 1970-71 preliminary 
budget City Administrator Gene Wäh­ 
lers 
listed an estimated 
assessed 
valuation of $32,566,000 for 1970-71, a 
decrease of .9 per cent from the year 
before, 
Wählers’ 
statistics showed that the 
1969-70 
assessed valuation was also 
down from the year before that. 
In his preliminary budget 
Wählers 
is rcommending a tax 
rate increase 
of 25 cents per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion. 
An increase 
would put the tax 
rate at $1.49. 
7 he council only briefly went through 
the budgets of several 
departments 
during Monday’s 
meeting and took no 
action. 
Discussion among the council mem­ 
bers 
concerned additions to the bud­ 
gets of a couple of departments, rather 
than cutbacks. The council, for exam­ 
ple, appeared to favor 
increases 
of 
personnel in the police department and 
more money for the purchase of trees 
in the parks department. 


The White House saiu Monday the June 
30 withdrawal 
plan still stood. Pres­ 
ident Nixon said on May 8 the “ great 
majority” of Americans would be out 
by mid-June. The State Department call­ 
ed attention to that 
statement today 
when 
asked about a New York Times 
report that the withdrawal 
would be 
completed prior to June 30. 
In Chicago, HUD 
Secretary George 
Romney said Nixon’s 
Vietnamization 
program “ most likely would have gone 
down the drain” without the Cambodian 
operation. Appearing at a Presbyterian 
church 
convention 
to defend admin­ 
istration policy, Romney said: 
“ There isn’t any question but that 
the Cambodian action has set back the 
North Vietnamese more than any other 
action of this tragic conflict, ” Romney 
said. 
He said it was a “ tragic 
mistake” 
for the United States to have become so 
involved originally 
in Vietnam but that 
Nixon 
is trying to get the war “ de- 
A meric anized.” 
Testifying before the House Foreign 
Affairs Commmittee, Ball said the Cam­ 
bodian operation would have “ grave con­ 
sequences.” 
He 
said it would slow withdrawal of 
U.S. troops 
from Vietnam, but possi­ 
bly 
even 
more important was the ef­ 
fect on the Middle East. 
“ We are encouraging the Soviet build­ 
up of strength and influence in the Mid­ 
dle East,” Ball 
said.

uounced today the end of two of its 
spearhead drives into Cambodia, where 
regrouping guerrilla troops killed six 
Americans and wounded 25 in a pre­ 
dawn attack. 
Most of the 16,000 government sold­ 
iers involved in the two just-completed 
cross-border thrusts—one along Cam­ 
bodia's coast and the other into its 
northeastern sector-were expected to go 
back in newr drives or as reinforcements 
within a week, 
“ These troops were withdrawn to give 
them time to relax, recover and re­ 
equip for a couple of days,” a mili­ 
tary source said. 
“ They don’t need 
much time.” 


Their pullout from the Cambodian of­ 
fensive, begun Monday, left fewer than 
40,000 Allied troops involved in the neigh­ 
boring nation, an estimated 10,000 of 
the Americans, 
Military sources said elements of the 
5th Viet Cong division and the 7th North 
Vietnamese division are returning to 
the border area from interior Cambodia, 
having regrouped after fleeing the Allied 
push. 
Some of these guerrilla troops were 
believed involved in this morning's at­ 
tack against a U.S. 25th Infantry Divi­ 
sion base inside Cambodia 85 miles 
north-northwest of Saigon. 


Spokesmen for the American command 
said the attackers, behind a barrage of 
rocket grenades, killed six GIs and 
wounded 25 but were beaten back. 
No 
Communist bodies were found at day­ 
break. 
It was one of an increasing number 
of Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
counterattacks that have killed 27 Ameri­ 
cans and wounded 66 in Cambodia since 
last Friday. 
Two guerrilla bodies have 
been found. 
Allied headquarters listed American 
casualties for the entire Cambodian of- 
fensive as 216 dead and 807 wounded, 
with South Vietnamese losses placed 
at 504 killed and 2,173 wounded, and 
Communist deaths estimated at 9,236. 


Field reports said sweeping U.S. and 
government 
soldiers 
turned up more 
arms 
caches 
Monday, 
bringing the 
amount of materiel captured in Cambodia 
to 13,972 weapons, 4,925 tons of rice 
and 2,000 tons of munitions. 
To counter the loss of supplies and the 
American bombing of supply lines in 
Laos, the North Vietnamese were re­ 
ported to have captured two population 
centers — one in southern Laos and 
the other in northeast Cambodia - for 
use as supply havens from U.S. bomt> 
ers.

Israeli Premier Golda Meir charged 
today that Soviet military involvement 
in the Middle East has reached “ an 
advanced and dangerous stage.” Seo 
retary of State William P. Rogers said 
the United States was reconsidering 
Israel’s request for more warplanes 
because of the Russian buildup. 
On the war fronts, Israel sent a 
patrol against Arab guerrillas in Leb- 
anon for the second consecutive day and 
said Israeli flghter-bombers attacked 
Egyptian targets along the Suez Canal. 
Thousands of workers 
in Lebanon 
staged a one-day nationwide strike in a 
move to force the government into a 
stronger military stance against Israel. 
Mrs. Meir spoke in Jerusalem, de­ 
livering a 6,000-word policy statement 
to Parliament in which she said that 
Russian involvement in the Middle East 
had reached unprecedented levels. So­ 


viet antiaircraft missiles have been < 
placed in Egypt and the Soviet Ui 
has assigned Russian pilots to the Ea 
tion Air Force. 
“ The principal feature of the es 
lation and tension In the region is 
advanced and dangerous stage in 
Soviet involvement in Egypt at the s 
vice of the Egyptian aggression and 
violation of the cease-fire,” Mrs. M 
said.

VIENNA UPI — The subject of a pos­ 
sible ban on the deployment of missiles 
with multiple nuclear warheads has come 
up between U.S. and Soviet negotiators 
at the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks, 
sources close to the discussions said 
today. 
The 11th Salt meeting was set for 10 
a,in. EDT today in the Soviet Embassy. 
The sources stressed that no firm 
proposal has been made for a ban 
on deployment of MIRV multiple inde­ 
pendent reentry vehicle rockets and no 
specifics have been raised. 
But the 
subject has been broached in papers 
presented at the SALT sessions and the 
sources said the ground may be fer­ 
tile for an eventual agreement. 
Any such agreement, they said, would 
include these factors: 
—The ban would be on deployment only.

Scientists charge TV networks allowed right 
to veto appointments to investigative group 


STANFORD (ÜPD—A group 
of e m i n e n t scientists has 
charged the television networks 
were allowed to veto appoint­ 
ments to a federa’ committee 
formed to investigate television 
violence. 


The 17 scientists said Monday 
media 
executives 
vetoed 
a 
scholar 
who 
has 
published 
research indicating television 
may be a cause of aggressive 
behavior-but 
two 
full-time 
employes of the networks and 
others 
who 
had been 
paid 
consultants to them were kept 
on the panel. 
Seven nominees were reject­ 
ed because network evécutives 
objected to them, according to 


Dr. 
Edwin 
B. 
Parker, 
of 
Stanford University, one of the 
scholars protesting the action. 
Parker 
said 
Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Robert Finch has conceded that 
the list of appointments was 
reviewed in advance by the 
three major television networks 
and the National Association of 
Broadcasters. 


The government panel was 
appointed last year to study the 
relationships of television and 
violence. It met for the first 
time in February at the Center 
for the Advanced Studies in the 
Behavioral Sciences at Stan­ 
ford. 
“When we saw who was there 


and who wasn’t there, we saw 
that something funny was going 
on 
in 
the 
makeup 
of this 
group,” Parker said. “Some of 
the top names in the academic 
community who have done the 
best research in this field were 
not on it.” 
Parker said he and other 
concerned scientists 
at 
the 
center decided to look into the 
appointment 
procedure 
and 
sought the assistance of Sen. 
Lee Metcalf of Montana. 
It was in response to a letter 
from Metcalf that Finch said 
he 
submitted 
the 
list 
of 
nominees to the networks to 
“protect the government” from 
charges 
of intimidating 
the 
media.

El Capitan rezoning 


The Board of Supervisors 
late Monday by a 4-1 vote ap­ 
proved rezoning of the 3,638 
acre El Capitan Ranch in wes­ 
tern Goleta Valley to allow a 
huge combined recreational and 
residential complex near 
El 
Capitan State Beach Park. 
The approval came after in­ 
tense opposition from what ap­ 
peared to be a m ajority in the 
overflow audience of well over 
200 persons packed in the su­ 
pervisors’ hearing room. 
There were indications that 
conservationists and a young 
group of lawyers might test in 
the courts the issue they felt 
was a paramount one: whether 
the supervisors were obligated 
by state statutes to follow the 
Goleta 
Valley 
general 
plan 
adopted by a citizens’ group 
in 1965. 
Board 
chairm an 
George 
Clyde voted against the rezon- 
ing from U-unclassifled (allow­ 
ing hom esites on lO-acre par­ 
cels) 
to a planned residential 
district perm itting up to 1,535 
estate 
hom esites 
along with 
golf, polo, camping, ¿each and 
wilderness area facilities. 
C lyde took the position, as 
did many in the audience, that 
public hearings should t>e held 
before anv radical departures 
from the m aster plan was ap- 
proved by the boad. 
Planning 
D irector 
Herbert 
Divelbiss held firm to his con­ 
tention the project constituted 
a “ great threat to the general 
plan and overall growth of the 
valley.” 
He said the staff felt “ it is 
the location of such a project 
and the timing” that was felt 
to constitute a dangerous pre­ 
cedent at this time for the re­ 
gion west of Elwood. 
William 
Tilghman, member 
of the Goleta Valley m aster 
plan committee, said tte* com­ 
m ittee m em bers “ are distort­ 
ed and angry” that the general 
plan has been largely ignored, 


“ If you approve this, it will 
be a major issue in our valley 
and an issue on the ballot in 
he near future,” he warned, 
s strong applause broke out. 


Robert 
Goodwin, represeiv 
ting a law yers’ group In Santa 
B arbara area “ to support the 
general plan,” said the group 
“ has concluded you do not have 
the authority” to rezone the 
ranch in contradiction to the 
m aster plan. He said state stat­ 
utes have been enacted to see 
that county supervisors follow 
such plans. 
Backing 
him was Philip W, 
Marking, form er deputy attor­ 
ney general. 
Marking advised 
the board to seek an opinion 
from 
the 
attorney general’s 
office before taking action. 
“ With all these young people 
present, make sure you follow 
the niceties of the law,” he 
said. 
But Deputy County Counsel 
Susan T rescher said she felt 
the state laws did not restrict 
the zoning powers of the county 
in 
connection 
with 
general 
plans. She felt “ this lsapolicy 
not a legal, m atter.” 
Third 
D istrict 
Supervisor 
Daniel G. Grant of Goleta Val­ 
ley, led argum ents coining from 
the board on behalf of the pro- 
ject. 
He said the Planning 
Commission had taken action to 
see to it that the density of 
the project would generally be 
in conformance with the m as­ 
ter plan, and that residential 
use of the land was contem pts 
ted, anyway, in the m aster plan 
report.

Doctor proves 


picture of atom 


CHICAGO (UPI) —Six years 
ago, physicist Albert V. Crewe 
said " th e re ’s no law of nature 
that says you can’t look at an 
atom ," 
Wednesday, 
Dr. Crewe de­ 
m onstrated he was right. 
He showed pictures ofatom s, 
" se e n ’* and photographed by an 
electron m icroscope he deve- 
ic^ed 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Chicago’s Enrico Ferm i Insti­ 
tute. 
Crewe described for newsmen 
the technique that allowed him 
to accom plish the unprecedenU 
ed feat of photographing atom s. 
The atom s show up as white 
spots on a dark backgro'xid. 
He worked six years and 
spent $ l million under contract 
to the Atomic Fnergy Commis­ 
sion 
to design and build the 
electron m icroscope. The mi­ 
croscope 
photographs 
single 
uranium 
and thorium 
atoms 
magnified one million tim es. 
He said the ability to see 
atom s should be valuable in 
analyzing 
chromosom es 
and 
cancer cells. 
Crewe, an English scientist 
from the University of Liver­ 
pool who joined the University 
of Chicago in 1955, said thorium 
and uranium atom s are heavy 
and far enough apart to be 
seen. 
He said he is working on a 
m icroscope t h r o u g h which 
atom s that are closer together 
may be seen. The goal is to be 
able to see and recognize every 
atom in a molecule so scientists 
can determ ine the structure of 
the whole molecule, Crewe said. 
"T he ability 
to 
see 
such 
atoms may make it possible to 
determ ine shs^es of molecules 
and their relationships." he 
added. 
The visibility of atom s and 
their arrangem ent in molecules 
may be a useful tool In the 
fields of medicine, biochemis­ 
try and genetics, especially in 
the analysis of chrom osom es 
and cancer cells, Crewe said. 
He was aided in his research 
by two graduate students In the 
unlversity’r 
j>hysics 
depart- 
m ent. 
Joseph 
S. 
Wall, 
a 
graduate of the University of 
W isconsin, joined him in 1964 
John 
Preston 
Langmore, 
a 
graduate of Stanfqrd Universi­ 
ty, started work on the project 
in January, 
Crewe credited Michael Beer, 
professor of biophysics at John 
Hopkins University, with devis­ 
ing chemical m echanism s need­ 
ed 
to 
Isolate 
atoms 
for 
detection.

The Californian item consists 
of 38 four-page issues and a 
two-page extra and includes all 
copies 
put out in Monterey 
before the paper moved to San 
Francisco. 
It is the only known complete 
copy of the 
first volume of 
C alifornia’s first newspaper, 
having been for some tim e in 
the 
family of Juan Malarin, 
who inherited it form Ramoii 
Arguello. A set of the 
issues 
that belonged to 
C alifornia Pioneers was 
stroyed by fire and the set in 
the California State L ibrary is 
incom plete. 


John Howell Books m issed a 
chance to acquire the Arguello 
set in 1922 because the owner 
was absent from his book store 
when

the volume. It was auctioned 
off in New York two years later

MARSHALL SPACF FLIGHT 
CENTER, Ala. - The NASA- 
Marshall Space Flight Center 
has awarded contracts to three 
aerospace contractors for con­ 
tinuation of nuclear shuttle dev 
finition studies. 


Contracts have been awarded 
to Me Donnell Douglas Astronau- 
tices Co., $343,000; Lockheed 
Missiles and Space Co., $282, 
000; and North American Rock­ 
well Corp.’s Space Division, 
$245.000. 


A variety of nuclear shuttle 
concepts will be studied under 
the contract extensions. These 
concepts assume use of the 
NERVA engine which is cur­ 
rently under development by 
NASA and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
North American 
Rockwell 
will stud\ a large, 33-foot-diam- 
<*br nuclear stage which would 
be placed in orbit by the Sa­ 
turn \ and refueled bvanearth- 
toorbit shuttle which NASA is 
considering developing. Lock­ 
heed will study a completely mo­ 
dular concept in which the earth- 
to-orbit shuttle is used to trans­ 
port modules to orbit which are 
then assembled into the nuclear 
shuttle system, McDonnell Dou­ 
glas will study both the 33-foot- 
diamoter system and the mo* 
dular concept. 
Tiie contract extensions are 
for one year.

Two firms to 


design HEAO 


MARSHALL SPACE FLIGHT 
CENTER, Ala. — Two firms, 
Grumman Aerospace Corpora­ 
tion, Bethpage, N.Y. and TRW 
Systems Group, Redondo Beach, 
Calif., have been shosen for 
negotiation of contracts to de­ 
fine and do preliminary design 
of a large automated observa- 
tory-Hlgh Energy Astronomy 
Observatory (HEAO). 
The two companies will per­ 
form this work over a ten- 
month period under flxed-price 
contracts of$250,000 each. Fol­ 
lowing negotiations, the work 
could get under way as early 
as mid-June. 


As seen in this early plan­ 
ning stage, HEAO would weigh 
about 22,000 pounds and, if 
approved as a project, it could 
be launched in 1974. 
It would 
carry scientific instruments to 
investigate for one to two years 
a portion of electromagnetic en­ 
ergy from space which previ­ 
ously has been examined only 
for brief periods by sounding 
rockets, balloons, and small 
satellites. 


County officials said today 
they are expecting a Federal 
Aviation Agency representative 
to give a “ briefing session” 
to Janin Acres property owners 
in Santa Ynez Valley aimed at 
pacifying those who have been 
objecting strenuously to recent 
county actions affecting the San­ 
ta Ynez County Airport.

Daniel G. Grant and Assistant

Criticized at a recent super­ 
visors’ session by three offi­ 
cers of the Janin Acres group, 
Grant finally said he felt his 
explanations should be backed 
up by the FAA and called upon 
the public works department to 
arrange such a meeting. 


Janin Acres residents have 
complained that they have not 
been informed in advance con­ 
cerning matters on the Board 
of Supervisors’ agenda affect­ 
ing the airport. 


Under NASA’s project devel­ 
opment and operation system, 
the HEAO project is now en­ 
tering the preliminary design 
phase. 
Phase A feasibility 
work was done by the Mar­ 
shall Center for the NASA OC 
fice of Space Science and Ap- 
plications and results of that 
activity were made available to 
the more than twenty firms 
who were asked on February 2G 
to 
make proposals to accom­ 
plish the preliminary design 
effort. 


HEAO would make a survey 
of the celestial sphere to lo­ 
cate sources of x-rays and gam­ 
ma rays and to detect cosmic 
rays within range of the equip­ 
ment aboard the spacecraft. 


Present planning envisions 
the use of a Titan III launch 
vehicle which would place the 
HEAO into a 200-nautical-mile 
earth orbit. 


More than half the weight of 
the satellite would consist of 
scientific equipment, including 
x-ray, gamma ray, and cosmic 
ray detectors weighing up to 
several thousand pounds each. 
Electrical power for the ex­ 
periments and the spacecraft 
systems would be obtained from 
large panels 
of solar cells 
mounted on the spacecraft. 


The satellite would also have 
an attitude control system and 
can obtain high quality, high 
resolution radiation data. The 
capability of dwelling identified 
sources for up to 45 minutes will 
also be studied.

Armed with letters of con­ 
sent from the State Lands Com­ 
mission, Standard Oil Co. and 
Humble Oil and Refining Co., 
the city of Carpintería is now 
endeavoring to get consent of 
the Board of Supervisors to a 
proposed new offshore annexai- 
tion east of the principal city 
area. 
Carpintería City Planning Di­

consent letters and 
map data with the board. The 
material shows that the city 
is endeavoring to proceed two 
miles seaward from the newly- 
annexed industrial area includ- 


ing the oil company proper­ 
ties and other Industrial lands 
farther eastward.

designated as Tidelands Annex 
No. 7. 


Simonian explained that with 
approval of the Board of Super­ 
visors, the city would then go 
before the Local Agency Forma­ 
tion Commission for final ap­ 
proval. LAFCO has previously 
allowed extension of the city’s 
seaward boundary to two miles 
out in other territory. 


Although the city’s applica- 
tion consists of 100 precent con­ 
sent by property owners and 
lesees, and may get approval 
of the supervisors as well, 
LAFCO could still block thean^ 
nexation, county officials show­ 
ed.

Indiana Pacers have their first 
American Basketball Associa. 
tion title today. Now they want 
the New York Knicks. 
“ Boy, I wish we could play 
the 
Knicks,” 
a 
happy 
Mel 
Daniels shouted in the Pacers’ 
dressing room Monday night 
alter they won the champion­ 
ship with a 111-107 victory over 
the Los Angeles Stars. 
“ How can they (the Knicks) 
say they’re world champions 
when there are two leagues? 
We all feel we’re as good as 
they are,” 
A Stars’ record crowd of 8,233 
was on hand at the Los Angeles 
Sports 
Arena and they saw 
smooth Roger Brown, the Elgin 
Baylor of the ABA, hit a league 
playoff record seven three-point 
goals and 45 points. 
“ The coach said toputitup,” 
the agile forward explained ’in 
the noisy 
Pacers* 
dressing 
room after his team’s 4-2 series 
win. 


“ I was just trying anything I 
could get. Was I better tonight 
than the other night in Anaheim 
(53 points)? I don’t know. I was 
just determined to do anything 
to help us win. I wasn’t looking 
for anything individual.” 
Brown, whose 53-point perfor­ 
mance in playoff game No. 4 
at Anaheim last Tuesday night 
was a league record, had three 
of his three-pointers in the last 


quarter. His first in the fourth 
period with 10:24 to go, put 
Indiana ahead for good at 85-82. 
The Stars cut the Pacers’ 
lead to 106-105 on a tip-in by 
Tom Washington but Indiana 
captain Fred Lewis hit a 14-foot 
jump shot with 18 seconds left. 
Lewis had a free throw and 
Brown 
made 
two 
from the 
charity line for the Pacers’ 
final points. 
Bob Leonard, the Pacers’ 
coach who used only seven men

That was 
the difference, according to Los 
Angeles coach Bill Sharman.

assessed. 
“ Losing Craig hurt us in sev­ 
eral ways. But we felt it most on 
the boards, I don’t know how 
many times they got two and 
three and even five shots.”

Bottom fishing in the early 
morning has been paying off 
well for boats going out from 
Port San Luis. 
Most boats 
are leaving at the crack 
of 
dawn and are usually able to be 
home and cleaning the catch by 
mid-morning. 
Salmon 
fishing, 
as far 
as sportsfishermen 
are con­ 
cerned, 
is on the “ spotty” 
side. In fact, not one was caught 
last week. 
The fish are there, but can 
only be found in deep water 
beyond 
the reach of the tackle 
used by most fishermen. Com­ 
mercial 
fishermen are get­ 
ting fish with heavy gear used 
beyond the red light. 
A few 
salmon 
have been 
taken 
as 
far south 
as Hueneme 
and 
also from Santa Barbara, but 
in no great quantity. 
Morro Bay reports that a few 
silvers have been caught. There 
again, rock fishing is predom­ 
inate. There is now apartyboat 
operating from 
San 
Simeon 
which leaves the dock at 7a.m. 
daily. 
Fishing there has been 
excellent as most of those wat­ 
ers receive 
little pressure. 
Not so many 
years ago, one 
could 
fill a boat with big bull 
bass fishing just off the end of 
the bay in the eel grass while 
fishing 
further 
out was fast 
and furious. 
This was especially so when 
there was a barge 
out there 
that would be allowed to drift 
toward the shore and then towed 
back 
to the starting spot for 
another 
trip. 
Those 
were 
the good fishing days! 
T he DFG 
has endeavored 
to set the minds of the Pismo 
Beach conservationists at rest 
in regard to the clam situation. 
The DFG claims the mollusks 
are plentiful with a closure not 
needed at this time. 
This may be so, but it does 
not take a long memory to re­ 
member when the beaches used 
to be strewn 
with clams of all 
sizes. At that time, it was fear­ 
ed 
the automobile 
would be 
responsible for the death of 
many small clams. Once again, 
the shortages 
of clams, like 
fish, 
must be put down to one 
word: 
progress, as explained 
by an official of the DFG some­ 
time back when we asked about 
the 
shortage of fishing along 
the central coast. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
At last the Naciemento Riv­ 
er has been 
opened to trout 
fishing as of last Saturday. The 
deal between the DFG and the 
U.S. Army has previously been 
explained.

No on Prop. 8 


No doubt, Proposition 8 on the June 2 primary election bal­ 
lot is an extremely controversial issue. 
Voters are being asked to decide 
an initiative Consti­ 
tutional 
amendment 
requiring 
the State to provide from 
sources other than property taxes not less than 50 per cent 
of costs for public schools and 90 per cent of costs of social 
welfare services, exclusive of federal participation. 
At first reading, the 
measure looks 
appetizing to the 
property owner. It will increase the minimum 
homeowners 
property tax exemption from $750 to $1,000. 
However, 
if this proposed initiative is adopted undefined 
additional financing from state sources in the approximate 
amount 
of $1,130,000,000 for 1970-71 will be required and 
this cost will increase annually thereafter. 
Proponents of Proposition 
8 admit that the measure is de­ 
signed to force tax reform. We feel it is poor design. 
School property tax rates as they now exist, tax overrides, 
formulas and ratios would be placed into the State Constitu­ 
tion. These could not be lowered or eliminated except by a 
state ide 
election. The state would definitely be deprived 
of budget flevibility. 
Proponents do agree that taxes will be increased. To help 
raise the $1.13 
billion 
needed in the first year, should the 
measure succeed, taxes will actually zoom. Income taxes no

double will be doubled along with a sales tax increase. In ad- 
tion, taxes will be devised for prescriptions, dental and med­ 
ical bills, haircuts, beauty parlors, dry cleaning, newspapers, 
utility 
bills — anywhere 
to find the necessary money. 
Proposition 8 would not prevent the Legislature from levy­ 
ing a property 
tax of $3.00 per $100 of assessed valuation. 
Proposition 
8 does not meet the needs for the basic things 
which educators claim 
are required. Eighty-five per cent 
of school funds go for salaries. The money that the proposition 
would authorize would not be spent differently. Proposition 8 
does not guarantee 
equal distribution 
of funds to school 
districts. J he rich districts would get theirs and what is left 
would go to the poor districts. 
The measure is truly designed as a shilleleagh to force 
tax 
reform 
by the Legislature. Tax reform is necessary, 
but by the legislators, not by this method. 
T he measure 
is opposed by the League of Women Voters, 
California State Chamber of Commerce, California School 
Employes’ 
Association, California Taxpayers’ Association, 
California 
School Employes’ Association, California Tax­ 
payers' Association, 
California Farm Bureau, California 
Real Estate Association, California School Boards Associa­ 
tion and the California State Employes Association. We join 
with these groups in 
urging a No vote on Proposition 8. 


Salary flareups 


While the county administration and 
Board of Supervisors 
may have felt 
they had disposed, more or less, 
for 
1970 
of salary 
matters involving the 
more than 2,000 county employes, they 
are finding that there are still flareups 
that will likely go on right through hear­ 
ings on the 1970-71 
budget this sum­ 
mer. 
Two problems, 
regarded as serious 
by the employee groups involved, are 
causing 
consultations 
involving the 
administrative officer, personnel direc­ 
tor and employee representatives. 
T hey are: 
—The contention 
of the County Em­ 
ployees’ 
Assn., 
the major employee 
organization in county government, that 
possibly 
60 or more individual sal­ 
ary cases 
should be reviewed by the 
administration. These are the outcome 
of general pay raises given county em­ 
ployees effective Jan. 1 inmost cases, 
and later in the case of hospital work­ 
ers. The association claims a number 
of inequities need straightening out and 
say the 
administration 
earlier pro­ 
mised review of them. 
-County Personnel Department offi­ 
cials have been meeting with the AFL- 
CIO 
Social 
Workers 
Union, 
Local 
535, the only county group ever to 
strike 
county government. The Social 
Workers Union is still unhappy about 
the pay settlement handed the eligibili­ 
ty workers in the Welfare Department, 
contending 
they deserved more than a 
token pay increase they 
received. 
The Social Workers’ 
Union 
repre­ 
sentatives 
contend the supervisors had 
indicated 
during November, 1969, sal­ 
ary hearings that it would consider ad­ 
justments in the salary ordinance which 
went 
into effect this past Jan 1. They 
have been informed it is now the county’s 
policy 
that salary 
items 
are on a 
January - to - January 
cycle, 
as 
per Board of Supervisors policy, and 


no adjustments or special 
recommen­ 
dations are in order. 
Salary 
fires are still simmering, by 
the way, in the County Courthouse. 
This 
situation results from the Super­ 
ior Court clerks being turned down for 
a third time 
by supervisors as they 
sought 
a 10 per cent raise for this 
year. 
The court clerks were the only 
group which emerged this year without 
a pay raise. 
C ounty personnel 
officials are re­ 
ported to have run into “ strong feel­ 
ings’’ 
expressed by the Social Work­ 
ers’ 
Union representatives 
on the 
matter of a pay adjustment for eligi­ 
bility workers. 
Late 
last 
year, 
the same issue 


resulted 
in a friendly picket 
force 
by union representatives outside 
the 
county building, carrying placards ask­ 
ing for help for the eligibility workers. 


The social workers’ strike of sev­ 
eral years ago is still fresh in the minds 
of county supervisors. A strike of coun­ 
ty employes is the last thing the super­ 
visors want at this time, so with many 
other burdensome problems piling up 
in 
Courthouse 
Square. 
But it does 
appear 
that 
the supervisors will turn 
down the Social Workers’ 
Union re ­ 
quest 
for a new adjustment as of July 
1, on the basis of findings based on the 
eight - county sample used in setting 
up county pay scales.

complete reversal on Vietnam between 
1964 and 1966. . . . 
“ You are familiar with his book, “ Old 
Myths and New Realities’’ . . . The 
lead essay in this book was a speech 
Senator Fulbright delivered in the Senate 
on March 25, 1964 . . . . 
“ I refer you to pages 41 through 44, 
in which he discusses Vietnam, pursu­ 
ing a hard line indistinguishable from 
that of President Kennedy or President 
Johnson. 
“ He said, There are only two reali^ 
tic options open to us in Vietnam in the 
immediate future: The expansion of the 
conflict in one way or another, or a re- 
newed effort to bolster the capacity of the 
South Vietnamese to prosecute the war 
successfully on its present scale.’’ 
“ He also said, ‘Our purpose is to uf> 
hold and strengthen the Geneva Agre^ 
ments of 1954 and 1962 - that is to 
say, to 
establish 
viable, independent 
states in Indochina and elsewhere in 
Southeast Asia, 
which will be free and 
secure 
from the domination of Com­ 
munist China and Communist North Viet­ 
nam.’ 
“ He even envisaged the possibility of 
having to carry the war to the terri­ 
tory of North Vietnam 'with a view to 
ne£°V jt*ng a reasondble settlement.’ 
“ With this speech, followed by his 
serving as floor leader for the Gulf of 
Tonkin ^Southeast Asia) Resolution in 
August, 1964, Senator Fulbright sent our 
son to Vietnam, where he was killed. 
How can this man, then, write ‘The 
Arrogance of Power’ in 1966? How can 
he say in 1970 that it is of little con- 
sequence to us if Indochina is conquered 
by North Vietnam? How could he set in 
motion the events that have led to 40,- 
000 American deaths in Vietnam, and in 
less than two years be the leader in 
encouraging the enemy (which is) killing 
these boys, and in eroding their sup­ 
port at home?. . , 
“ Perhaps you know the answer . . . . 
Was it hatred of Johnson?. , . 
“ The time for debate, dissent and 
demonstration was the severvmonth per­ 
iod between passage of the Tonkin Res- 
olution in August, 1964, and its massive 
implementation in March, 1965. 1 could 
have accepted a decision either way 
at that time. I cannot accept a country’s 
sending its sons to war, and then iiv 
suring their failure and death, even 
while they fight.”

End of public schools? 


I he doctor sought to find an answer 
irom 
Sen. 
Fulbright himself. But, he 
says, he received no reply. 


There is in the air a sense of great 
excitement among American conserva­ 
tives 
who have reason to believe that 
their time is coming. In the past few 
years any number of ideas developed 
in the garrets of conservative scrive­ 
ners and roundly dismissed as radical 
and 
irrelevant, have suddenly 
begun 
to appear in the classiest 
political 
shopwindows. 
They 
laughed 
them­ 
selves silly at Barry Goldwater’s pro­ 
posal that they sell the T.V.A. Now sell­ 
ing off the Post Office (to a public cor­ 
poration) is a high possibility. 
Some 
twenty years 
ago, 
Lord Keynes’s 
fiscal 
policies were 
written into the eco­ 
nomics 
textbooks as 
holy writ; and now the 
monetary policies of 
Milton Friedman are 
beginning to displace 
the obsession with fis­ 
cal policy. There are 
other 
examples, the 
sudden perception of 
the metaphysical lim­ 
itations 
of 
govern­ 
ment action, 
the slow understanding of 
the 
derivative 
limitations of poverty 
and urban renewal programs. But the 
most 
exciting of the lot 
is the emer­ 
gence 
from the fever-swumps of the 
idea of private schools — in preference 
to public schools. 
Almost 
twenty 
years 
ago, Mr. 
James Conant, 
then President of Har­ 
vard 
University, 
delivered 
a speech 
in which he called for the formal aboli­ 
tion 
of the private 
schools. 
Formal 
because in any case the private schools 
had diminished to a mere five per cent 
of the whole. But Mr. Conant’s brief 
against them was that they were “ divi­ 
sive,” his reasoning, which I do believe 
that he would 
at this point gracefully 
repudiate, 
being that all Americans 
should have a shared experience, and that 
the place to have that, is at school. 
Now the private schools are proliferat­ 
ing. 
It is generally 
supposed 
that 
the reason why is the racist prejudices 
of so many white people. That answer is 
superficial. The reason why is because 
an increasing number of parents believe 
that their children can be better educat­ 
ed 
in private schools, removed from 
the political pressures of overwrought 
communities which are at least as much 
concerned with making agreeable poli­ 
tics as with producing literate children; 
and because there is increasing dissatis­ 
faction, 
among rich and poor, among 
white and black, with the whole idea of a 
central school authority specifying text­ 
books, 
curricula, 
standards, and the 
rest of it. 
No one now doubts that what main- 
tains the majority of American students 
in 
the public schools in the major 
cities 
is economic 
pressure. Let us 
admit that if the state were to give each 
child a voucher, 
cashable 
for sum X 
at any accredited school, that 
there 
would 
be massive 
redeployments 
of 
children in all the major centers of the 
United States. And not only the children 
of the upper middle class. Also poor 
Negro 
children, for instance - to pri­ 
vate schools especially designed to give 
special assistance to meet special needs. 
Once 
admit that such movements 
would occur, and the mind 
focuses on 
the coercive nature of existing arrange­ 
ments. Libertarian 
philosophers have 
been interested in the question for years. 
But now it isn’t merely a matter of the 
liberty of the parents to select their 
own 
schools: 
America isn’t given to 
the pursuit of abstractionist freedoms 
at the expense of politically profitable 
egalitarian principles. 
It is the dawning 
realization 
that 
everybody 
would be better off under a 
mixed system 
in which public schools 
remained — for those who chose top.*- 
tronize 
them. It is even suggested now 
by 
pedagogues of great reputation that 
it might be sound for the public schools 
to employ private contractors to teach 


the art of reading to individual students 
aged four and five and six. Indeed, the 
day may not be far away 
when it be- 
com es possible — one is breathless at the 
prospect — to advocate the voucher sys­ 
tem, 
and take education away from the 
bureaucrats and the egalitarians and the 
politicians and return it to the teachers 
and to the parents. 
There 
are 
many first - rate public 
schools in America. But most of these 
have the characteristics of the private 
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school. 
They are mostly 
in exurban 
areas, and are supervised by commit­ 
tees of teachers and parents, reflecting 
ambitious 
community standards. The 
students are well-disciplined, academic 
standards 
are high. The preternatural 
advantages that inure to them are the 
ultimate affront on democracy. So that 
even people whose primary interest is 
in what they call democracy are begii> 
ning to understand the relevance of the 
idea of the private school. 


More good things 


It would seem that we may be try­ 
ing too hard in efforts to solve social 
problems. 
Or at least we go about 
it with a good deal of grimness. Some­ 
one is always trying to do something for 
some group, young, aged; we always have 
a galaxy of causes that hold the fate 
of the world in their haloed challenges. 
If someone wants to 
do something good for 
someone 
or 
some 
cause, he or she should 
do it and be rewarded 
simply by the doing. 
And that’s exactly what 
a whole bunch ofpeople 
singly and in groups 
are doing. 
I’ve listed some of 
the ways in which in­ 
dividuals are quietly 
going about their betterment of the com­ 
munity and the country. 
Now I have 
a couple of more to add to the list. 
Sunday, without any fanfare the Lom­ 
poc Valley Robert R Young Iris So- 
ciety came into being. It was a sparse 
tunrout, but that’s the way it was plan­ 
ned. The society was named in memory 
of Robert Young the Vandenberg Village 
iris hybridizer, who died three years 
ago. 
Mr. Young was a judge for the Amer­ 
ican Iris Society and during the course 
of his final years of life had developed 
a wide reputation for his botanical cre­ 
ations. 
Mrs. Robert Young, widow of the iris 
fancier and Robert Young, the son were 
on hand for the occasion. 
A large public gathering will be held 
about the middle of July for the election 
of officers and the formation of a con­ 
stitution. 
The young society also plans 
to hold a sale of iris rhizomes to raise 
money. 
Prices will be pegged at about 
25 cents or thereabouts to make it 
easy on tired pocketbooks. 
Iuntative plans call for a couple of 
interesting speakers; color slides pro- 
jections of Mr Young’s iris creations; 
and some light refreshments. 
Next step for the society will be the 
establishment of an iris test garden. 
A test garden is for display of newly 
hybridized iris. 
Another activity that has been quietly 
going about its business is Lompoc Val­ 
ley C hess Club. Fraught with problems 
of where to meet and how to fit the club 
sessions into the tight schedules of the 
players, the group has been holding its 
own and gradually chalking up an en­ 
viable list of achievements. 
In the span of its little more than 
one year of existence, the club has 
held a number of important tournaments; 
spurred the development of chess in the 
schools and made its quiet little mark 
on the California chess horizan. 
It has been rewarding for this coL 
umnist to see the growing maturity of 
some of the younger players. 
When 
the club first began in April 1969 some 
of the juniors had never played serious 
chess. 
At this poiut a number of them 
are now ready to try their talents in 
major tournaments. 
The clubpresently divides its meetings 
between the Press Club and Security 
Pacific Bank. 
Some day there will be 


good quarters available on a permanent 
basis for all worthy groups. 
A number of other groups have had 
problems figuring out where to meet. 
The Art Association for example has 
been going literally from pillar to post. 


Well, it’s down to the wire in the 
campaign sweepstakes. Yorty will visit 
Lompoc tomorrow noon in Lions Inn in 
a program sponsored by Lompoc Valley 
Press Club. Current plans call for Chris 
Cass to pin a BCB button on the Los 
Angeles Mayor, and a representative of 
the Chamber of Commerce will do the 
same thing with a “ I Like Lompoc*’ 
button.
